chronic yet sometimes not cause 
much trouble. 


In view of your age, your 


doctor probably takes the posi- 
tion that he can afford to wait 
and see; if your gall bladder 
continues to function despite the 
infection, to let well enough 
alone If you were younger, and 


if the Infection showed ligm of 
getting worse, then he might 
well take the opposite view and 
suggest surgery. In your case, 
my advice is to let your doctor 
do the worrying over whether 
to operate or not.

DO WE WANT A CENTRALIZED SYSTEM??? 


Without the cooperation of the entire district we can never be assured of rapidly obtaining schools 
to adequately service our educational needs. Necessary cooperation and unity will not be gained- 
when one community's interest and advantages are the only consideration. 


Building cost differences are inaccurate and misleading. When all is considered, difference in land, 
type of building, construction, cost would be about equal. 


State board and School administration agree the operation costs cannot be fully determined until 
school began functioning. 


Transportation cost cannot be measured, however, we realize the endless hours wasted in transit. 
(Some children would ride about 21/2 hours per day.) Also the early departure time required and the 
late arrival home. Area schools eliminate transporting children, from one heavily populated area to 
another. 


A. Small children in certain areas would ride bus around 60 miles a day. 


B. Daily exposing our children on one of the state's most treacherous stretches, 


Highway 45. Area schools would be serviced by safer, less traveled roads. 


C. Additional transportation cost for parents when children participate in extra 


curricular activities. 


District boundaries and population will not change if entire district is equally serviced. Area schools 
will serve as a holding power for boundaries and population. 
To attain higher scholastic goals the basic fundamentals of education must first be accomplished. 
The area schools offer opportunities for more children to master these necessities from kindergarten 
through sixth grade. 
Due to present high school buildings this district is not geographically suited for a centralized system. 
At the time in integration with the district schools, July, 1963, it was understood that the area would 
have their own elementary school. Now we are confronted with possibility of losing an area school. 
If this district becomes centralized now, with one big plant, area schools will become an impossibility 
due to an unreasonable tax rate, therefore, it would become a mammoth school and education could 
suffer.

Over the years three major 


misconceptions have arisen con- 
cerning social security financ- 
ing, according to Frank M. Don- 
nick, district manager of the So- j 
cial Security Administration in| 
Appleton. 
I 


Donnick lists the most com-i 


mon of these is the belief thati 
the social security trust funds j 
are "in the red." In the opin- 
ion of the believer, the social 
security program is bankrupt 
and there won't be enough mon- 
ey to pay off when many of 
those working today reach re- 
tirement age. 


"These critics," Donnick said, 


"base their assertion on the fact! 
that we do not operate on a 'full-, 
reserve' basis like private in-! 
surance companies do." 
j 


He pointed out that private 


insurance must be ready to pay 
off 100 per cent on the dollar j 
if they should cease to operate, j 
No such total reserve is re-i 
quired under the social security 
program, because social secur- 
ity is a non-voluntary program j 
for coverage of future as well I 
as present generations of work-j 
ers. 


New Entrants 
| 


The program is guaranteed; 


new entrants year after year.j 
Thus, the social security pro-! 
gram does not need a 100 per! 
cent reserve because it is as- 
sured permanent income from 
those who work for a living. 


"A 
second 
misconception,"' 


Donnick emphasized, "is 
that 


the social security program al-i 
ways pays out more than it 
takes in. Here again it is im- 
plied that 
the 
social security i 


program is slowly going broke, 
and won't be able to meet future' 
commitments." 


He added, "this is simply not 


true. It is true that for short 
periods of time the expenditures 
exceed the receipts. But this is 
a temporary condition due pri-j 
marily to expanding the p r o - 
gram. The point the critics miss1 


is that the social security law 
provides for an expanding tax| 
scale at specified times to as- 
sure its solvency." 


Full Benefits 


The third misconception cited; 


by Donnick is that the payment 
of full benefits to people w h o 
have worked under social secu- 
rity only a short time is finan- 
cially dangerous. Here the crit- 
ics fail to understand the basic 
concept of social legislation, he 
said. 


He explained that social secu- 


rity was born during the depres- 
sion of the 30's. A primary con- 
cern al that time was to get. 
purchasing power into the hands; 
of the older people who were the 
first thrown out of work a n d 
would be the last rehired. Over 
the long pull, social security 
was intended to compensate for, 
loss of earning power due to old- 
age, death, or disability. 


Donnick said that Cong r e s s 


adopted the same policy,for so-j 
cial security that many employ-1 
ers use by adopting the theory 
of "prior service credits". This 
means that the older 
people 


were given credit 
for having 


worked years before social se- 
curity became law.

In the gloomy aftermath of the elec- 


tion for the Republicans must now rorae 
the effort to rebuild, regroup, rearrange 
the party and look ahead toward the next 
election. This is the essential tradition in- 
herent in the two party system in this 
country. What is the future for the badly 
beaten Republican Party? How should it 
try to put things back together toward a 
winning combination again? 


Entirely aside from the overwhelming 


defeat at the polls, the party has been 
badly split by the convention in San Fran- 
cisco, the refusal of some of the more 
liberal members to support or even to en- 
dorse the national ticket, the obvious lack 
of enthusiasm among others, and even the 
leftover bitterness that followed 
Dwight 


Eisenhower's nomination over Senator Taft 
more than a decade ago. Obviously it is 
impoitant to seek unity; in the purely prac- 
tical sense it is essential since there are 
more Democrats in the United Slates than 
there are Republicans. And although both 
sides crossed over this time, there is a far 
gicater danger of permanent loss to the 
Republicans t h a n to the Democrats. 


This is not the time to try to determine 


whether the more conservative or the more 
liberal philosophies within the party should 
contiol What is needed now is cooperation 
;iiul compioinise I'.ut there are some simple 
fads that cannot he ignored by the ardent 
.supporteis of Senator Goldwater arid darn 
not be overlooked by those, who want to 
rebuild the p a i f y into a strong opposition 
as \\ell as a possibility for victory in an- 
other election. 


The defeat last Tuesday was overwhelm- 


ing. It was catastrophic, a disaster. And this 
is the first fact Republicans must face no 
matter how distasteful. 


The only states won by the party were 


five in the Deep South and Senator Gold- 
water's homo state of Arizona. Races were 
not in doubt in the majority of those on the 
Democratic side after the first few thou- 
sand ballots were counted. In addition, a 
ejeal many strong supporters of Senator 
<,dl(l\vater and the conservative cause were 
f-numllv defeated at the same time that mod- 
r i a l e Republicans and those who had avoid- 
ed lie.s to the national ticket were winning 
01 losing by a fraction. Wisconsin is an 
e ample where the Democratic national 
t i ' k e t upset the t i a d i t i o n a l l v Republican

When it becomes clear once more, as

This year they simply did not have a Dixie- 
era t, party. 


It is not necessary to disavow a con- 


servative viewpoint in order to start re- 
building the Republican Party. A thought- 
ful adherence to conservative principles is 
definitely a part of the Republican tradition 
and is especially needed on a philosophic 
as well as practical level to determine the 
lines of opposition to what are bound to 
be new liberal Democratic programs. 


But it is essential that the entire Gold- 


water group of officials be removed from 
position of authority in the party. It now ap- 
pears that Senator Goldwater never was a 
really enthusiastic candidate for the presi- 
dency; it took a considerable amount of per- 
suasion to get him to run by the men who, 
as described in the conservative National 
Review, put together the successful pro- 
gram of state and precinct control which 
led to the San Francisco nomination. 


And whether or not one agrees with the 


more conservative ideas of these men and 
women, they ran a most abysmal campaign. 
As has happened in the past in Wisconsin, 
the Democrats did not so much win as the 
Republicans threw away any chance for vic- 
tory. The change must also mean an end of 
power and authority by the Citizens for 
Goldwater Committee, for theirs was not 
primarily a Republican 
organization 
or 


even a conservative one. Somehow, and in 
spite of Senator Goldwater's distaste, it be- 
came a cult. 


The ones who have the ability to put tb^ 


party in power once again are those who 
won gubernatorial and congressional posi- 
tions last Tuesday and in some cases those 
who almost won; those who have never been 
associated with the way-out segment of the 
party _ the impeach Earl Warren, investi- 
gate the State Department, repeal the in- 
come tax fanatics, the white backlash — 
which wasn't there — the so-called Chris- 
tian Crusades, those who saw opponents al- 
ways as "conscious members of the Commu- 
nist conspiracy." For as long as these peo- 
ple have any voice in party circles, the Re- 
publicans who voted for Lyndon Johnson 
this year w i l l have no alternative but to stay 
in the Democratic columns.

There may be 
questions about cost accounting that are 
pertinent to the claimed "profits" and "sur- 
plus " There may be questions about the 
adequacy of the reserves against the total 
exposure, which is now well over a billion 
dollars 


Hut on the face of it, if the insurance 


fund is profitable enough to permit state 
properties to be insured without premium, 
the effect is to tax municipalities unfairly 
for the benefit of the state. It might be 
supposed that if the departmental report 
fs an accurate statement of condition, mu- 
nicipalities would insist upon sharing with 
the state treasury the fruits of the success 
of this enterprise.
